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PERSONAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NOTES 1 

The twenty-second annual meeting of the American Economic 
Association will be held in St. Louis from Tuesday, December 27, 
at 8:00 p.m., until Friday, December 30, at 6:00 p.m. The head- 
quarters of the Association will be at the Planters' Hotel, which 
is situated at the corner of 4th and Pine Streets, where the ses- 
sions will be held. 

The principal questions to be discussed are the following: 
Economic aspects of immigration; Money and prices; The prob- 
lem of poverty; A century of Ricardo and Ricardianism; The 
canals and the railways; Taxation, especially upon incomes and 
upon unearned increment of land. It is planned to devote a 
full session to each of these topics. An effort will be made to 
afford ample opportunities for general discussion, and members 
of the Association are requested to prepare themselves to take 
part in the discussions. The sessions promise to be full of interest,

A full program will be sent 
to the members of the Association as soon as the details can be 
arranged. 

St. Louis, the place of meeting, is easily reached by fast and 
comfortable trains from Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington, and intermediate cities, as well as from all portions of the 
Mississippi Valley and from the South Atlantic States. 

Professor Thomas Sewall Adams, of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, has accepted a position as head of the department of economics 
at Washington University, St. Louis, Mo. He will enter upon 
his work there with the opening of the academic year. 

D. Appleton & Co., announce to appear about February 1, 
1911, the first number of The American Year Booh, a record of 
events and progress. It will be devoted mainly to American 
affairs, although important foreign events and progress will be 
noted. The organization in charge consists of accredited represen- 
tatives or members of twenty-nine learned societies, who act as a 
supervisory board, working through the chairman of the board, 
Prof. Albert Bushnell Hart. Mr. S. N. D. North, formerly 
Director of the Census, will be the Managing Editor. 

E. Piatt Andrew, whose appointment as Director of the Mint, 
was recently noted in the Bulletin has been made Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. As yet no one has been appointed in his 
place as Director of the Mint. 

The Baldwin Prize for the best essay on a municipal topic offered 
by the National Municipal League was awarded this year to Ros- 
well Ryan, a graduate of Harvard University. Honorable mention 
was made of the essays of E. Clyde Robbins, of the State University 
of Iowa, and Roger F. Hooper, of Harvard University. There 
were 38 essays in all submitted. The subject was the commission 
form of government. 

Dr. L. L. Bernard has been appointed instructor in sociology 
at Western Reserve University. He recently completed his work 
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in sociology for the doctor's degree at the University of Chicago, 
having taken his undergraduate work at the University of 
Missouri. 

Leonard S. Blakey (Ph.D., Columbia '10), has been appointed 
instructor in economics at Tufts College. 

Mr. Geo. A. Bucklin, Jr., who resigned his position as professor 
of economics and sociology in the University of Oklahoma, to enter 
the consular service, was promoted in June, 1910, from Consul at 
San Luis Potosi, Mexico, to be Consul-General at Guatemala, 
Guatemala. 

Among the recent additions to the periodical literature of the 
social sciences is the Bulletin Mensuel of the Solvay Institut de 
Sociologie, Brussels, the first number of which appeared in January, 
1910. This is a monthly review of all the literature, periodical 
and otherwise, bearing upon sociology published in European 
languages. 

Chicago, through the initiative of the City Club, is to have a 
"Bureau of Efficiency." The plan is primarily for the purpose of 
following up the work of the Merriam Commission, keeping tab 
on the administration of the various departments of city govern- 
ment, and at times suggesting where improvements can be made. 
The organization will be known as The Chicago Bureau of Pub- 
lic Efficiency. While being unofficial in its character, it will not 
hesitate, to quote the Record-Herald, to delve into anything "that 
doesn't look right." 

In addition to the municipal government the commission will 
make an investigation into the matter of the accounting and the 
expenditures of the county board, sanitary board, board of educa- 
tion, public library and park boards. There will at all times be a 
staff of expert accountants and investigators at work. 

The City Club of Philadelphia has published in a bound volume 
the addresses delivered at the Saturday Long Table luncheons 
during the season 1909-1910. These addresses contain a large 
amount of valuable information and suggestions of service not only 
to the club members, but to civic workers generally. 
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A commission government congress is to be held in Galveston in 
November. 

H. H. Cook (Ph.D., Harvard), until recently connected with the 
Bureau of Corporations at Washington, has been appointed assist- 
ant-secretary of the newly established American Institute of Iron 
and Steel. The Institute is to be organized on the lines of the 
British Institute and is expected to achieve important results. 
No secretary has been appointed for the present. 

Carl Dehonay, formerly state secretary for Kansas of the 
National Municipal League, has become assistant to the secretary 
and manager of the Industrial Bureau of Cincinnati. 

Dr. E. E. Day, of Dartmouth College, has been appointed to 
an instructorship in economics at Harvard University. 

Carroll W. Doten, assistant professor of economics at the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, has been appointed Chief 
Investigator for the Commission on Compensation for Industrial 
Accidents, recently appointed by the Governor of Massachusetts. 
This commission will investigate the various systems of employ- 
ers' liability, workmen's compensation and systems of insurance, 
and report to the legislature its findings and a bill at the opening 
of the next session about January 15th. 

Mr. John F. Ebersole, of the University of Chicago, has been 
appointed professor of finance in the School of Business Adminis- 
tration of Marquette University. 

Dr. Frances Fenton, of the University of Chicago, has accepted 
an appointment at Mount Holyoke College, where she will con- 
duct courses in sociology. 

Maio Fesler, who for years has been secretary of the St. Louis 
Civic League, has resigned to accept the secretaryship of the Cleve- 
land Municipal Association. 

The Library of Congress announces that in January, 1910, was 
commenced the publication of a periodical list of current docu- 
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ments received from the States, Territories, and insular possessions, 
of the United States. 

The list will be published monthly as a rule, the titles for two 
or three months may, be combined however; in a single issue 
whenever they are considered insufficient to form separate numbers. 

Copies will be sent to State and Territorial offices as acknowledg- 
ment of material received, and one copy of each issue will be de- 
posited free of charge in each State library. There will be no free 
distribution beyond this. The superintendent of documents will, 
however, open subscription lists for the sale of the publication at 
fifty cents a year. Single copies may be bought for five cents each. 
All requests for the purchase of this Monthly List of State Publica- 
tions should be addressed to the Superintendent of Documents, 
Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C. 

Isaac A. Loss, professor of political economy in the State Uni- 
versity of Iowa, who has been spending the last year on the Pacific 
Coast on leave of absence, will resume his work in September. 

The degree of LL.D. was conferred upon President Frank 
LeRond McVey, of the University of North Dakota, in June, by 
Ohio Wesleyan University. 

Mr. James D. Magee, of Chicago, has accepted a position as 
instructor of economics at Western Reserve University. 

Dr. Royal Meeker has been promoted to the position of assistant 
professor of political economy in Princeton University. 

The National Municipal League's annual meeting will be held 
in Buffalo, November 14th-18th, at the invitation of the Buffalo 
Chamber of Commerce. Among the questions to be considered 
are : The Unearned Increment in Municipalities, The Use of School 
Houses as Civic Centers, The Significance of Recent Revelations 
of Graft, How can Graft be Overcome and Eliminated, The Neces- 
sity for Uniform Accounting in Budgets, The Importance of a 
Municipal Balance Sheet, Recent Franchise Settlements, Electoral 
Reform, Municipal Health and Sanitation. 
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Robert Treat Paine, Jr., of Boston, Joseph P. Cotton, of New 
York, and Dr. Delos F. Wilcox, of the Public Service Commission 
of New York, have been appointed by the business committee of 
the National Municipal League, a committee on franchises to sum- 
marize the League's conclusions on the subject of franchises, to 
examine recent franchise settlements in the light of these conclu- 
sions, and to recommend what further steps should be taken by 
the League in furtherance of its campaign in behalf of the conten- 
tion that a public franchise should at all times be considered and 
administered in the light of the fact that it is a privilege granted by 
the people in the interest of the people. 

Warren M. Persons, assistant professor in the Tuck School, 
Dartmouth College, has been granted a year's leave of absence, to 
take the work of Prof. A. A. Young, of Leland Stanford University, 
during the latter's absence at Harvard. 

Dr. Maurice Parmelee has resigned his position as assistant pro- 
fessor of sociology and economics at the University of Kansas in 
order to accept a position as assistant professor of sociology at the 
University of Missouri. 

The International Prison Congress will hold its eighth meeting 
at Washington this year during the week of October 2d. Although 
the Congress was organized in 1872 at the suggestion of the United 
States government, this will be its first meeting in this country. 
Prof. Charles R. Henderson, of the University of Chicago, will be 
president of the Congress. 

Special Libraries in its April issue contains a classified list of 
special libraries in the United States which are concerned with 
certain selected subjects, among which the following of interest to 
economic students may be mentioned: accounting, agriculture, 
banking and finance, commerce and labor, insurance, legislative 
reference, municipal affairs, public utilities, social problems, and 
taxation. The list gives the location of the libraries, the date 
of establishment, the number of volumes and the name of the 
librarian. 

Prof. Charles Sprague-Smith, who died several months ago, was 
a remarkable worker for the common good in connection with the 
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People's Institute, New York. It was due to his untiring energy 
that the Institute was so successful in its weekly discussions of all 
sorts of public questions. In addition, he conducted an extensive 
educational campaign from the Institute headquarters. 

The Fourth International Tax Association was held at Milwau- 
kee, Wisconsin, on August 30th, 31st, and September 1st and 2d. 
The official program announced the following papers to be read 
and discussed: (1) The Property Tax in Switzerland, by Prof. 
Charles J. Bullock, Harvard University; (2) Taxation of Shares 
in Foreign Corporations, by Courtenay Crocker, Boston; (3) An 
Income Tax as a Substitute for the Personal Property Tax, by 
Prof. T. S. Adams, University of Wisconsin; (4) Comparative 
Results of an Income Tax in Various States: Iowa, by Prof. John 
E. Brindley, Iowa State College; West Virginia, by T. C. Town- 
send, State Tax Commissioner; Ohio, by Allen R. Root, President 
Ohio State Board of Commerce; Kentucky, by W. A. Robinson, 
member of the Kentucky Tax Revision Commission; (6) Railroad 
Taxation Problems, by R. H. Shields, of the Michigan State Tax 
Commission; (7) Railroads as Tax Payers, by T. A. Polleys, St. 
Paul. 

Prof. C. W. Thompson, of South Dakota University, has been 
appointed to the university extension division of the department 
of economics in the University of Minnesota; and Prof. J. S. 
Young, of the estension division, has been transferred to the regular 
staff of the department with the title of assistant professor of 
political science. 

The Town-Planning Review is the title of a new English quarterly 
issued from the school of architecture of the University of Liver- 
pool and edited by Patrick Abercrombie, in collaboration with C. 
H. Reilly and S. D. Adshead. 

The International Conference on Unemployment is being held 
at Paris during the month of September from the 18th to 21st. 
The subjects discussed are particularly (1) Institutions to Combat 
Unemployment, (2) Statistics of Unemployment, (3) Labor Ex- 
changes, (4) Insurance against Unemployment. All important 
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countries are represented in the Conference. Admission is by invi- 
tation only. Among American economists most actively concerned 
with the organization of the Conference are Prof. C. R. Henderson, 
of the University of Chicago; Prof. John R. Commons, of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin; Prof. Edward T. Devine, of Columbia Uni- 
versity, and Prof. Henry W. Famam, of Yale University. 

Edward J. Ward, who has been supervisor of social centers and 
play-grounds under the Rochester Board of Education, has ac- 
cepted a position as promoter of social centers in civic clubs in 
Wisconsin under the University. 

George Ray Wicker, assistant professor of economics at Dart- 
mouth College, has been advanced to the rank of professor of 
economics. 

Prof. A. A. Young, of Leland Stanford Jr. University, will be on 
leave of absence at Harvard University, during the year 1910-11.
